And Miss Penelope Sturgeon told of her gentle 
onslaught upon the janitor of her apartment and 
his exclamation, “Women vote?” said he, “No, 
indeed; they oughtn’t to be allowed to vote. 
Votin’s a matter to think about, votin’ is.” 

„What's the use to more than double the igno- 
rant vote?” is a frequent objection offered the 
women, many of them college women, too. It 
is necessary to go constantly armed with the 
statistics showing: the preponderance of girl high 
school graduates over the boys.

RCHBISHOP HARTY, here on furlough 

from Manila, credits his success, in 10 

years’ administration of his important 

and difficult Philippine charge, to a rule of con- 
duct which he learned as a boy in St. Louis. 

That rule was, “Shinny on your own side.” 

“I went to the Philippines,” he explains, “at a 
time when the former relations between church 
and state there had been severed. It was my 
task to readjust the church to the new conditions, 
and I did this by instructing the clergy to shinny 
on their own side, and to keep out of political 
matters, and by following the same rule myself.“ 

He said this in requesting me, at the beginning 
of an interview in St. Leo’s parish residence, not 
to ask him for expressions on political matters. 
I had not intended to do so, but I judged that 
the Archbishop had formed, through frequent 
need, the habit of making such a request of the 
interviewers who visit him wherever he goes in 
this country. 

This public interest in his personality and his 
career is naturally keenest in St. Louis, where 
an exception must be recorded, in his favor, to 
the rule about a prophet in his own country. Ro- 
mances of current biography do not always have 
to be on a dollar basis, or a political basis, to he 
of interest; and few stories of bfll clerks who 
became railroad presidents, or rural teachers 
who have risen to the Senate, make so strong an 
appeal to the imagination and the emotions as 
does the life of this St. Louis parish priest who 
was chosen by Pope Leo XIII to rule and to serve

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Since the Christmas greeting of good will from | 


across the sea which the New York World and the 


Post-Dispatch sought and obtained when the flurry 
over the Venezuelan boundary brought us to the 
verge of a needless war with Great Britain, there 
has been no happier message for peace than that 
which is elsewhere printed. Its occasion is the 
coming one hundredth anniversary of peace among 
English-speaking nations; and the American com- 
mittee concerned in the celebration of that event 
has rendered co-operative service which we grate- 
fully acknowledge. 

Neither nation, as Premier Borden of Canada 
well says, “ever won a nobler victory” than the 
contury of peace with Great Britain along our 
northern borders, so nearly completed. Here is 
by far the longest “unscientific” boundary line in 
the world. Here every natural feature of moun- 
tain chain and river valley and inland sea ordains 
that travel and commerce shall flow north and 
south across the barrier. Here have been strong 
differences and hot disputes. Yet no fort frowns 
across that 3000 miles and more of a boundary 
which sets the war-mad world a sane example. No 
navies darken the lakes with perpetual threats. 
And the habit of peace has so strengthened with 
the years among our peoples that any interruption 
of it is inconceivable. 

First importance must in such a connection be 
ascribed to the friendly message from King 
George, through the British Ambassador; from the 
Duke of Connaught, Governor-General of Can- 
ada, and from Premier Borden, with the greetings 
from American statesmen that accompany them. 
Yet an interest scarcely less keen is attached to 
the hearty wish of King Alfonso for the “com- 
plete success of all these labors of peace and har- 
mony,” since Spain is the only European nation 
with which we have clashed in the hundred years. 

Memories of the second Balkan War which 
clouded thé closing year emphasizes the fervent 
message from Czar Ferdinand of the plundered, 
starving, bleeding Bulgarians. The old Emperor 
of Austria, bowed with the weight of the longest 
actual reign of history in the very storm-center 
or Europe; King Albert of Belgium, King Haakon 
of Norway, Queen Wilhelmina of Holland; King 
Nicholas of Montenegro, send their congratulations 
upon the auspicious event and their fervent wishes 
that peace may conquer and prevail. | 

The old year, closing, looks its last upon no 
public spectacle so melancholy as that of nations 
burdened almost beyond endurance with the costs 
of mounting armaments for strife expected. The 
new year, dawning soon, can have no higher or 
holier aspiration than that the desire and pur- 
pose of peace shall relieve mankind of the destroy- 
ing burden of militarism, with its blighting legacy 
of poverty. 
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Some of New Tork's rich men are threatening 
to pay their Federal income tax with money 
usually contributed to charity. But they won't. 
Men big enough to get into the first 425,000 in 
this country are as a rule too big to descend to 
any such low level of petty spite. 
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WILSON ALARMS THE SOUTH. 

President Wilson’s advocacy of a Federal pres- 
idential primary law has alarmed the South. 
Southern states prefer presidential primaries held 
under state law. They wish to retain control of 
their own election. machinery and to fix the quali- 
fications of voters. 

Nor is it certain a majority of the Northern 
states will wish to surrender their control of pres- 
idential primaries. The President's recommenda- 
tion seems unlikely to be adopted in the near 
future, but it will hasten enactment of state laws 
providing for presidential primaries, reaching 
the same end by a different means. 
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A REGIONAL BANE FOR 81. LOUIS. 

The board that will put the new currency meas- 
ure into effect will give hearings in St. Louis Jan. 
22, 23 and 24 on locations for regional banks in 
this section of the country. 
St. Louis is n central reserve city under the 
present system of national finance and ‘is the lo- 
cation of one of the subtreasuries. Whether the 
number of regional banks established is eight or 
twelve, it is inconceivable that one would not 
be placed here, provided all conditions of presump- 
tive force in guiding the action of the board are 
fulfilled. An important part.of those conditions 
is that the claims of the city are not minimized 
by the strongly. pressed pleas of other cities. 
The principles the board lays down to insure a 
convenient and proper distribution of Federal re- 
serve banks point to St. Louis as the prospective 
seat of the Southwest's chief regional bank, but it 
remains for St. Louis itself to make known how 
accurately it is indicated in the board’s own gen- 
eral statement. The business interests of the city lr 
must prepare to make the strongest kind of a 
showing pending the coming of the board. Nothing 
should be taken for granted.

The Government may well feel pleased with: the 
Bell Telephone-Telegraph combine’s voluntary 
submission to the anti-trust law and its promises 
to dispose of its Western Union stock, to cease 
buying stock in competing companies and to per- 
mit independent telephone companies to use its 
toll line service, Yet this settlement, gratifying 
so far as it ges, as evidence that “big business” 
is ready to obey the law, leaves the evil chiefly 
complained of by the people untouched. 

This evil is the high rates charged for sending 
messages .over the telegraph lines and for the 
use of telephone toll service. Congressman Lewis 
of Maryland, author of the bill introduced last 
week providing for hational ownership of téle- 
phones and telegraphs, says the telegraph rates 
are “several times“ too high and the telephone 
toll rates “eight times” too high.

It is no policy of the Wilson administration. 
It cannot be made a policy of the Wilson admin- 
istration. The Postmaster-General's fantastic 
echeme for doubling the national debt, doubling 
the army of Federal officeholders and plunging 
the country into an ill-considered Socialistic ex- 
périment must be regarded, therefore, as the ex- 
pression of Mr. Burleson’s private opinion.

When we say that Government ownership ot 
telegraph and telephone lines cannot be made a 
policy of the Wilson administration, we have in 
mind the President's speech to the suffragists in 
which he explained that he was not at liberty to 
advocate legislation that had not been indorsed 
by the Democratic national convention. To quote 
hig exact words: 

“IT set myself this very strict rule when I was 
Governor of New Jersey, and have followed it as 
President and shall follow it as President—that I 
am not at liberty to urge upon Congress in mes- 
sages policies which have not had the organic 
consideration of those for whom I am spokesman. 

“In other words, I have not yet presented to 
any Legislature my private views on any subject, 
and I never shall, because I. conceive it to be part 
of the whole process of Government that I shall 
be spokesman for somebody, not for myself. To 
speak for myself would be an impertinence. When 
I speak for myself I am an individual; when I 
am spokesman of an organic body, I am a repre- 
sentative. 

“For that reason, you see, I am by my own 
principles shut out, in the language of the street, 
from ‘starting anything.’ I have to confine my- 
self to those things which have been embodied as 
promised to the people at an election. That is the 
strict rule I set for myself.“ 

The Democratic national convention of 1912, the 
“organic body” of which Mr. Wilson spoke in his 
address to suffragists, promised the country not 
Government ownership of telegraph and telephone 
lines, but “efficient supervision and rate-regula- 
tion of railroads, express companies, telegraph 
and telephone lines engaged in interstate com- 
merce.” This is Democratic doctrine. That ‘s 
Democratic policy. President Wilson is the spokes- 
man of the “organic body” which promulgated 
that policy. The Burleson proposals must appear 
no less bizarre and inopportune to the President 
than to the rest of the country. 

Now that the Postmaster-General has relieved 
his mind of this weighty Soclalistic recommenda- 
tion, we respectfully suggest that he concentrate 
his energies during the rest of his term upon the 
administration of the Postoffice Department.

We find in Europe, under widely different condi- 
tions pf Government, a tendency to continue and 
increase state ownership. Continental Europe 
shows a preponderance of state-owned roads over 
those of private companies, in which the following 
are included as the most prominent: Germany, 
32,086 miles to 2125; Russia, 19,726 to 12,657; Italy, 
8216 to 1956; Belgium 2514 to 330. Austria alone 
of the monarchies has a greater mileage owned 
by companies than by Government, 7818 to 5158. 
In republican France companies own, under “con- 
cedes,” 27,133 miles and the state 1868 miles, but 
all will become state property after the expiration 
of concessions. The whole world considered, the 
great preponderance of company ownings over 
state holdings is due to the United States, Canada 
and South America.

For 40 years 
the struggle for currency réform was a struggle 
not to obtain a better currency but to save the 
country from & worse currency. 

When panic after panic had finally chastened 
the country into a semblance of financial sense, 
Privilege and Plutocracy came forth with their 
scheme to re-establish a central bank and sub- 
ject trade, commerce, industry and labor to the 
exactions of a money trust created by dus 
process of law. That plot was throttled by the 
firm hand of Woodrow Wilson, and at last the 
American people are grasping the realization of 
a currency and banking system that is measure 
to their necessities.

hands,

Prince Wiliam is of unusual size, carries himself 
well and has a noble head and face. His mother 
was a Dutch Princess who brought up her chil- 
Aren in a simple, unassuming way in the Castle 
of Monrepos, near Neu Wied. The county, which 
has belonged to the same family since 1400, takes 
its name from the river Wied, a tributary of the 
Rhine. The house of Wied has always been 
closely connected with the royal family of Prus- 
sie.

BELGRADE, Servia, Dec. z7.—The appointment 
of Slavko Y, Grouitch the charge d'affaires at the 
Servian legation in London, to be permanent un- 
der Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs in King 
Peter’s cabinet, is attributed in part to the great 
admiration the King has for Mr. Grouitch’s 
American wife. She was formerly Miss Mary Gor- 
don Dunlop of Clarksburg, W. Va. 

Mrs. Jrouitch has entered heart and soul into 
movements for the welfare of her husband's na- 
tive country and his diplomatic talents have re- 
ceived early recognition through his wife’s un- 
usual tact and devotion to his career. His suc- 
cess in London was marked and was won at a very 
difficult time, when Servia was engaged with her 
Balkan alies in war against Turkey. Grouitch 
was not entitled by age to the rank of minister 
of legation, but as charge d'affaires he has filled 
the office in London with complete satisfaction 
to his Government. 

After war was declared last year Mrs. Grouitch 
went to America and collected a large sum of 
money for the Servian Red Cross, being generously 
assisted by Mrs. Preston, the former Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland; by Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick of Chi- 
cago, Cardinal Gibbons and others. She then 
returned to Servia, visiting the new Servian pro- 
vinces taken from Turkey and ministering to the 
wounded soldiers. When the second war began 
she brought two trained nurses from London with 
her and spent several months working with them 
in the hospital ef the infantry regiment at Bel. 
grade. 

For these services King Peter decorated her 
with the St. Seva order and expressed appreciation 
of her work in flattering terms.

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MME. GURIE DRESSES 
HER DAUGHTER IN 
BOY'S ATTIRE. 


Famous Woman Scientist So Want- 
ed a Son That She Puts Her First 
Born Girl in Masculine Disguise.

WARSAW, Russian Poland, Dec, 27.-Mme. Cu- 
rie, who before marriage was Marie Skodowska, 
has been paying a brief visit to her native city, 
accompanied by her two daughters, both of whom 
have been educated in Paris. She is so disap- 
pointed at not having a son that she dresses her 
elder girl like a boy. 

This eminent woman of science was broken 
down by hard laboratory work when she cams, 
but her native air has now practically restored 
her health and in the latter part of her stay has 
been engaged on some important experiments, the 
results of which she probably will report next 
spring to the French Academy of Sciences. 

The Warsaw Scientific Soctety has opened a 
radiological institute, with money given by Jo- 
seph Kernbaum in memory of a son, who was Mme. 
Curie’s pupil in her Paris laboratory. Last year 
Count Joseph Potocki, one of Europe's greatest 
magnates and president of the society, went to ask 
her to take charge of this institute. She has 
agreed to spend several weeks a year here and her 
countrymen hope that in time she will be per- 
suaded to leave Paris and settle permanently in 
Warsaw. 

She lectured to the Warsaw Scientific Society 

one evening about her discovery or radium and 
kindred bodies, speaking to a distinguished and 
crowded audience for more than two hours. Her 
health has been so undermined by hard scientific 
work that she could not remain in the hall during 
the whole meting, but during part of the proceed- 
ings left it to rest, returning to give her lecture, 
which wag received with extraordinary enthus- 
iasm. , 
She sald she began to look for radium in metallic 
ore containing uranium in 1899, with the help of 
her husband, Prof. Peter Curie, who lost his life 
in ‘a street accident in Paris seven years ago. 
Her patience was rewarded in 1898 by the discov- 
ery of radium and another body which she 
called Polonium. Both elements possésg wonder- 
ful energy and heat giving powers. They throw 
off rays similar to the Roentgen rays and radium 
has a phosphorizing effect. In the atomic state 
it bursts with great violence at a given moment. 
throwing off component parts and new elements. 
It comes from Ionium, which, after generations, 
develops into uranium, which in turn, gives off 
radium. 

The discovery of radium led to the finding of 38 
radio-active bodies, with those named Torium 
and Actyn. Some disappear so soon that they can- 
not be examined; others can last a billion years. 

In spite of all efforts, such as heating it to 1500 
degrees of warmth and cooling to minus 180 de- 
grees, Mme. Curie says she has not been able yet 
to break up radium into other component elementa, 
She is still trying. So far the world has 20 
grams of discovered or produced radium. 18 
costs about $125,000 per grams. Its medical 
qualities for healing purposes are becoming more 


widely acknowledged every day.

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Great Singer Keeps Wards in 
Her Sight as She Would 
Daughters.of Her Own. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 27.—Side- 
lights on the life and character of the 
prima donna, Emma Calve, are con- 
tained in a series of letters recelved by 
Mrs. 8. A. Haseltine, 3429 Virginia av- 
enue, from her daughter, Edna, who has 
been living with the great singer for the 
last three months while studying under 
her. With Miss Haseltine is her cousin, 


Miss Willameta Byers. A third Kansas 


City girl, Miss Mary Peters, is on her 
way to Nice, France, where Calve and 


her “family” are spending the winter 
months. 

When Calve sang in Kansas City last 
January the young women learned she 
Would take a number tf American pu- 
pils home with her. They interviewed 
her. She heard them sing and in due 
time the arrangements were concluded. 
Miss Haseltine and Miss Byers joined 
the singer at her summer residence in 
France, the Chateau de Cabriere, in 
October. 

From this famous old castle, built in 
1070 and replete in historical associa- 
tions, Miss Haseltine began a series of 
daily letters to her family chronicling 
her experiences. 

Guarded as Own Daughters. 

The Kansas City girls are regarded by 
Calve as if they were her own daugh- 
ters and she keeps them constantly 
with her. In this way they have had 
many interesting side visits and met 
many of the singer’s famous friends. 
Four times a day for periods of a half 
hour each they are giver voice culture, 
and during the rest of the day devote 
themselves to the study of French, 
musical history, art and a host of other 
studies Mme. Calve deems necessary to 
the development of the complete artist. 

Miss Haseltine’s description of the 
opening of the Nice opera season, which 
brought together Calve and Sembrich in 
a box, follows: 

“Mme. Calve was beautiful in just a 
plain purple messaline dress draped all 
over with chiffon trimmed with a nar- 
row brown fur band, very elegant but 
simple and of medium lowness. Mme. 
Sembrich looked just like her pictures 
and not old, and had on a yellowish 
cream dress, rather low, and a large 
aigrette in her hair. Her husband is 
rather bald, with white hair and mus 
tache and is a fine, refined looking gen- 
tleman. 

Tenor an Old Friend. 

“*Aida’ was the opera and the tenor 
Was grand. Madame said he was an old 
friend of hers and that he had sung 
Toreador many times with her. He had 
been a great baritone, but had worked 
his voice up to tenor. So I understood 
why his voice was so rich and full and 
warmer and richer than most tenors. 

During the opera there entered the 
American officers from the fleet here 
and people clapped and clapped and the 
orchestra played a few strains of the 
‘Marseillaise’ and then ‘Way Down 
Upon the Suwanee River,’ a melody with 
‘Dixie,’ ‘Yankee Doodle’ and ‘Columbia, 
the Gem of the Ocean’ and the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner,’ and, oh, how grand it 
was and, oh, how delighted we were to 
hear it all! After the medley ended with 
the ‘Marseillaise’ all the French. cneered 
all the more. It certainly looked good to 
gee men that looked like men.“ 

Miss Haseltine is a graduate of Drury 
College at Springfield, Mo., and studied 
in the New England Conservatory of 
Music at Boston and the National Sum- 
mer School of Music at Chicago. She 
taught music two years in the public 
schools of Joplin and was the contralto 
soloist at St. Paul's Episcopal Church 
here last summer. She also sang lead- 
ing contralto roles in the operas given 
by the Kansas City Opera Company a 
year ago.

The Wisdom of the Wise. 
HERE are plenty of wise sayings 
T in The Intimate Letters of Hester 
Piozzi and Penelope Pennington” 
(1788-1822), which come from out The 
Bodley Head, and are lucidly edited by 
Oswald G. Knapp. And there is also 
that profuse. use of italics in which 
eighteenth century writers so vastly de- 
lighted. Writing of Mrs. Radcliffe’s 
play, De Montfort,“ Mrs. Piozzi re- 
marks: “I felt it was a woman’s writ- 
ing, no man makes female characters 
respectable—no man of the present day, 
I mean—they only make them lovely.“ 
(She excepts Dr. Moore.) Men never 
speak at all of the woman they really 
like,.“ she says, referring to an admirer 
of the revolutionary Helena Williams, 
who sald “not a word about her.““ Mrs. 
Piozzi makes use of Burke’s phrase, 
the Fourth Estate, in a letter dated 
1820—“‘and if the Fourth Estate of the 
Nation, as some Member of Parliament 
called the newspapers, were less violent 
on both sides, it would be better.” The 
Letters are, perhaps, less brilliant and 
viquant than might be expected from the 
woman whom Dr. Johnson complimented 
as having as much wit, and more tal- 
ent“ as any woman he knew; but they 
have their own interest. 


Knights and Baths. 
HE Rev. Canon Joselyn Perkins, 
M. A., Sacrist and Minor Canon 
of Westminster, has given us a 
timely and interesting volume in “The 
Most Honourable Order of Bath,” which 
is published by Pitman. Among his ap- 
pendixes is the Order of Service at the 
re-inauguration of King Henry VII's 
Chapel as the official home of the Order, 
at Westminster Abbey on July 2. an 
event recent enough to be fresh in the 
memory. Canon Perkins treats his sub- 
ject in three divisions: The Medieval Or- 
der, the Revival, by George I, and the 
Enlargement. Most interesting of all 
le the quaintly illustrated and elaborate 
ritual of Making Knights of the Bath 
in bygone days. in which a Bath really 
figured to symbolize “the purgation of 
the person bathed from sin and from ali 
kinds of moral impurity.”

A. Kellers sanitarium on Eutaw 
Place. ? 

Miss Helen Bremner, who is her 


brother’s secretary, remains in Wash- 
ington to transact his business. 

Dr. Lewis, who is Dr. Kelley’s as- 
sistant, placed the radium in the 11 
tubes and coated them with a cover- 
ing of rubber. These tubes measure 
2% inches long and % of an inch in 
diameter. ' 

The treatment was given first on 
Christmas. In repeating the opera- 
tion today, the tubes were placed on, 
and not in, Mr. Bremner’s shoulder 
and arm. The 11 radium tubes rested | 
against the cancer from the outside, 
in such manner that the rays from 
the radium penetrated the growth. 
There were 850 milligrams of radium 
distributed in the 11 tubes.

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T was not planned to address 
| every nation, but to select 

those so situated in various 
parts of the globe as to A cox 
world-wide significance to 
message and to spread far — 
wide the American sentiment of 
peace and good will at this 
Christmas season. 


It was the duty of the Post-Dis- 
patch and the World to arrange for 
dispatching the greetings over

O reach Brazil it was necessary 
41 to dispatch the message first 
under the Atlantic to London, 
where it was turned back over the 
cables leading direct from Europe to 
Rio de Janeiro. 

One other corner of the earth re- 
mained—the far-off Southern conti- 
nent of Australia and the Island of 
New Zealand. For the Governors- 
General of these great British colo- 
nies the message first was flashed 
across the United States to Vancou- 
ver. From there it dipped under the 
Pacific Ocean, by the wonderful ca- 
ble that stretches far away to the 
Southwest, until it reached the far- 
off lands of its destination. 

Thus were América’s Christmas 
greetings sent around the world in 
a flash—almost in the twinkling of 
an eye. The click of the telegraph 
wires sounding first in the United 
States quickly echoed in all lands 
and to all civilized nations the sen- 
timents of the great and free people 
whose fondest wishes is for peace 
and happiness to all.

Alleges Mine g Manager, in Mob, 
Warned Him if He Re- 
turned He’d Be Hanged.

MILWAUKBE, Wis., Dec. 27.—“I was 
attacked by about %3 men in my room 
at the Scott Hotel in Hancock, Mich., 
last night at about 8:35 o’clock, struck 
on the head with the butt of a revolver, 
shot in the back, dragged through the 
hotel and streets and put on a. train 
and told to leave that country forever.“ 
said Charles H. Moyer, president of the 
Western Federation of Miners, when he 
reached here on a train en route to Chi- 
cago. 
Moyer was good-natured and said 
that after he got ‘“‘healed up” in Chi- 
cago he would return to Calumet and

Attacked When at Phone. 

“Within four months, or before the 
committee of citizens could have left the 
hotel, 15 ruffians burst into the room. I 
Was standing at the telephone at the 


time and was putting in a call. Charles 


H. Tanner of California, traveling audi- 
tor for the Western Federation of Min- 
ers, Was with me, 

“Several grabbed me and held me 
while another man came up from behind 
ord struck me on the head with the butt 
of his revolver. Then there was a re- 
pert of a gun and I felt a piercing sen- 
sution in my back. I do not think that 
anyone shot me deliberately. I think 
that the gun used in hitting me on the 
head was discharged during the action. 

“Then two men got hold of my arms 
and dragged me out of the hotel. Down 
the street we went.

ROME, Dec. 27.—Many rumors were in 
circulation today concerning the recent 
death of Cardinal Rampolla. One of 
them hinted that he died from unnat- 
ural causes and there was a possibility 
of his body being exhumed for the pur- 
pose of a postmortem examination. 

Attendants, intimate friends and rela- 
tives of the late Cardinal, as well as of- 
ficials of the Vatican, deny all these ru- 
mors. 

In spite of the Vatican& denial, the 
Messagero, a popular newspaper, says 
exhumation of the body of the Cardinal 
has been ordered in consequence of sus- 
picions aroused by his sudden death and 
disappearance of his will. 

All the evidence thus far adduced con- 
cerning the black box which was taken 

from the room of the Cardinal the day 

he died tends to show he was fearful 
it would be tampered with. The box, 
which is believed by some persons to 
have contained the last will and testa- 
ment and other papers of Cardinal Ram- 
polla, was placed under his pillow by 
the Cardinal the day he was forced to 
take to his bed with the seizure which 
shortly afterward caused his death. 


Box Fell to Floor. 

Soon after the Cardinal passed away 
and while the body was being moved 
from the bed to be prepared for the 
casket, the black box fell to the floor. 
Some person picked uit up and laid it on 
the Cardinal’s writing desk. Since that 
time all is a mystery concerning the 
box. No one can be found who has seen 
it. Whether it disappeared before or 
during or after the stream of people 
were admitted to the death Chamber to 
view the body of Cardinal Rampolla is 
not known. 

Hope is sti! entertained that the per- 
son who appfopriated the box is not in- 
terested in the suppression of the Car- 
dinal’s will but carried the casket away 
in the belief it contained valuables and 
will return the useless papers. 
~ Negotiations are proceeding between 
the various heirs of the late Cardinal 
to see whether they can reach an agree- 
ment for a division of the estate under 
the will executed by Cardinal Rampolla 
in 1889. 


Nephew Was Disinherited. 

The nephew of the Cardinal, the Duke 
of Campobello, was disinherited four 
years ago, when Cardinal Rampolla 
found that checks bearing his name, but 
which he did not issue, were in circula- 
tion to the extent of $10,000. The Duke 
is a beneficiary of the old will of his 
uncle, which was made in 1889. 

It is rumored that Cardinal Rampol- 
la’s valet is suspected of complicity in 
the abstraction of the last will. A warrant 
for the arrest of the valet and the Duke 
of Campobello is expected shortly.

Duke Once in Police Hands. 
The Duke fell into the hands of the 
police at Genoa, where he followed his 
custom of failing to pay his hotel bills. 
He was penniless and the hard-hearted 
hotel keeper refused to be moved by his 
Pleas or affected by his haughty refer- 
ence to his name and the high lineage 
and handed him over to the police. With 
the Duke at the time was the wife of 

an official of the Quirinal, and a di- 

voree suit followed. The role of co- 

respondent was nothing new to Cardinal 

Rampolla's nephew. 

All the clubs to which the Duke of 
Campobello belonged threw him out 
when he neglected to pay his gambling 
debts. Society, which welcomed him in

INQUIRY IN NEW FIELD 


Questions Asked Concerning 
Terminals and Interlocking 
Directorates. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—A series 
of questions was addressed by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to- 
day to the railroads of Eastern clas- 
sification territory in relation to pe- 
tition of the roads for an advance of 
5 per cent in their freight rates. The 
inquiries are designed to develop such 
facts concerning the physical and 
financial operations of the roads as 
heretofore have not been submitted 
to the commission. 


In its circular to the railroads, the 
commission points out that the fun- 
damental questions which have arisen 
in the advance rate proceeding are: 

“Do the present rates of trans- 
portation yield adequate revenues 
to common carriers by railroads 
operating in official classifica- 
tion territory?” 

If not, what general course 
may carriers pursue to meet the 
situation?” 

The commission says that elabo- 
rate and helpful information already 
has been submitted by the roads 
showing the diminishing net returns 
from operations and lessened net in- 


es. 
Calla Statements Incomplete. 
„These statements of the financial re 


sults,“ the commission's statement con- 
tinues, “do not furnish fully the data 
deemed by the commission to be neces- 
sary to determine the general course 
carriers may pursue to meet the situa- 
tion. The committee requires for this 
purpose additional information from th: 
railroads with a view to determming 
both the causes of the diminishing net 
revenue and net incomes and the gen- 
eral course to be pursued.” 

It is the understanding of the commis- 
sion that some of the railroads are in 
position to make full respenses to the 
questions submitted without substan- 
tial delay, while others will require 
some time to compile the data ordered. 

The inquiries are divided into seven 
groups, which go to the heart of both 
physical and financial operations of the 
roads. The various groups deal with 
the revenues and their conservation: 
returns received from transportation of 
various commodities and pratices of 
carriers in granting to shippers special 
service and allowances; the purchases 
of equipment and supplies and the uses 
made of them; financial history of the 
roads; inquiries to develop information 
regarding the actual interest of direct- 
ors, officers or employes ef the roads 
in the business of parties to transac- 
tlons in which the roads also are 
parties: sleeping car contracts and 
parlor car service and results of such 
operations. 


Interlocking Directorates Involved. 
Responses to questions relating to rev- 


enues are expected to contain informa- 
tion regarding allowances to terminal 
railroads Owned by industries, free 
switching lighterage, loading and un- 
loading freight, free warehousing, re- 
consignment, favorable rates and spe- 
cial train service, and milling in tran- 
sit privileges. 

The commission also expects to learn 
“the extent to which the directors and 
officials of railroads have other finan- 
cial interests in the transactions in the 
carriers, and among other things, it 1s 
desired to determine to what extent con- 
flicting and intertwining interests, com- 
monly described as interlocking dire-- 
torates, prevail and what influence, if 
any, this practice has had in increasing 
rallroad costs. 

It further seeks to develop informa- 
tion as to whether the diminishing net 
revenues of the roads are not caused 
by inadequate returns on passenger 
traffic, in view of the large expenili- 
tures relating specifically to passenger 
sérvice. The carriers are directed Sy 
the commission to submit thelr re- 
sponses before Jan. 31. 


Road Asks Injunction to Prevent Kun- 
forcement of Minnesota tf «vw. 
ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 27.—The Chi- 


cago Great Western Railroad today 
asked the Federal District Court for a 
temporary injunction restraining the 
State from enforcing in its case the 
new rates under the Cashman distance 
tariff law which becomes effective Jan. 


In the Minnesota rate cases, the 
United States Supreme Court he'd that 
the Minnesota rates were confiscatory 
as applied to the Minneapolis & St. 
Louis Railroad. The Chicago Great 
Western, at the request of the Rallroad 
and Warehouse Commissioner, to keep 
a separate record of all earnings for a 
period of four months to ascertain 
whether the rates promulgated by the 
commission were adequate under the 
rules of the Federal Supreme Court. 
The test period ends Feb. 1, and the

Charles County, who was shot by a 
stranger, who wrested the Judge's shot- 
gun from him when the Judge ordered 
him out of the Elm Point schoolhouse, 
near St. Charles yesterday morning, 
said last night that they did not ex- 
pect him to live throughout another day. 

The stranger, who surrendered at the 
office of Sheriff John H. Dierker two 
hours after the shooting, maintaing si- 
lence about the details of the shooting. 
He told the Sheriff his name was A. 
Sampson, and that his home was a 
Glenn Falls, Io. 

Sampson said he had been pursued for 
some time by a crowd of men who were 
seeking to get possession of an estate 
left by his mother. He conveyed the 
idea that he had an hallucination that 
Judge Dierker was one of the crowd. 

Judge Dierker’s Version. 

Judge Dierker recovered consciousness 
Saler tie vervre noon. He said he had 
taken his shotgun with him on a walk 
from his home, thinking he might kill 
a rabbit. As wag his custom, he stopped 
at the schoolhouse to see if any tramps 
were there. 

He said he opened the door and saw 
a man sitting in the room. He ordered 
the man away, but the stranger became 
angry and struggled with the Judge for 
possession of the gun. 

The stranger got it and the Judge 
walked around the schoolhouse, the 
stranger walking around the other side. 
They met at the back of the bullding, 
and, the Judge said, the stranger raise) 
the gun and fired. 

The charge of shot entered the 
carrying into the wound particles of 
his coat and shirt. 

In an ante-mortem statement in the 
afternoon to Prosecuting Attorney 
Charles J..Daudt, Judge Dierker said 
he had a revolver in his hip pocket, and 
that after he had fallen to the ground. 
he drew it from his pocket with the in- 
tention of shooting his assailant. 

Pats Piste! Back le Pocket. 

J could have killed him,“ the Judge 
said, but it suddenly occurred to me 
that I didn’t have the right to do it, and 
I put the revolver away. 

The shooting was witnessed by Fred 
and Henry Gaggeumever, brothers, whe 
were passing the schooihouse, Tney 
went to Dierker's assistance, and the} 
stranger ran away. 

News of the shooting was telephoned 
to St. Charles, and Sheriff Dierker (no 
relative of the victim), and a posse 
started to search for the man who did 
the shooting. An hour later a man en- 
tered the Sheriff's office. He was told 
the Sheriff wae looking for a murderer. 

„'n be in later.“ the man said, “‘may- 
be I can help him.“ 

A half hour later the man returned, 
announced that he was the man they 
were looking for, and surrendered.

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PATRONAGE POLICY 


States Have Not 
Recognized in Giving 
Out of Spoils. 
—ͤ —̃

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 27.—The 
Democratic leaders of some of the 
states are beginning to express discon- 
tent with the distribution of patronage 
by President Wilson. With the tariff 
and currency out of the way, some lead- 
ers who have not fared particularly 
well are preparing for a raid on the 
President when he returns from his 

vacation. 

Six states have not as yet been recog- 
nized by Mr. Wilson in giving out the 
spoils of victory. Others that threw 
their votes to him in the Democratic 
National Convention: have not been ac- 
corded what the local party bosses re- 
gard as fair treatment, while states 
which persistently opposed the nomina-

which accomplished his choice have re- 
ceived exceedingly generous treatment. 

New York, for instance, whose 90 dele - 
gates stubbornly voted against Mr. 
Wilson in the Baltimore convention, has 
obtained more places with larger annual 
salary list than any three states com- 
bined. Missouri is next, while New Jer- 
sey, the President's twa State, Penn- 
sylvania and California have received 
more than the average. 

Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Maine 
have not been given anything like what 
the party leaders regard as a commen- 
surate percentage of the places. The 
states which have not received a single 
political place are Arizona, Idaho, Kan- 
sas, South Dakota, Vermont and Utah. 

The total number of places personally 
awarded by the President, which are 
viewed as the perquisites of political 
leaders, is 155, the aggregate annual 
salaries of which total $1,003,756. 
New York Center ot Criticism. 

The disgrufitled leaders are centering 
the fire of criticism on New York, which 
obtained 20 of the best places In the gift 
of the President, with an annual salary 
list of $178,000 and an average. salary 
of more than $8200. Missouri comes 
next, with 11 places with an aggregate 
salary of $66,825 and an average of $6000. 
Pennsylvania is third, with seven places, 
an aggregrate of $61,000 in salary and an 
average of $8500. New Jersey has seven 
places, carrying $57,500 salaries, or an 
average of more than $800. 

California, which was carried by 
Roosevelt, secured seven places from 
Mr. Wilson with $42,2% in the way of 
salaries, or an average of more than 
83008. 

Indiana, which gave Mr. Wilson a 
record-breaking majority, has so far re- 
ceived only two places, carrying $11,000. 
Illinois, also carried by Mr. Wilson, has 
received four places, with an aggregate 
of $34,700 in’ salaries, or an avers ge of 
more than $8000. 

Arkansas, the home State of Nation- 
al Chairman Mecombs, has only one 
place to its credit, and with a salary

Mexico Complains United States Aided 
the Rebels. 

MEXICO CITY; Dec. 27.—Mexico has 
forwarded a protest to its representa- 
tives at ‘Washington, which, it is an- 
nounced, will be presented to the State 
Department against alleged assistance 
given by Americans to the rebels t 
Tampico and Mazatlan. The complaint 
is based on répresentations made by the 
Governor Of Tamaulipas and the Fed- 
eral authorities at Mazatlan to the De- 
partment of the. Interior. 

The Governor alleges that Clarence A. 
Miller, the American Consul at Tam- 
pico, helped the rebels obtain arms and 
made adverse comments against the 
Federals. He further alleges the rel- 
eis used launches flying the American 
flag to communicate with the forces 
along the river, and that during the 
attack against Tampico provisions were 
furnished the rebels in these launches. 

The authorities at Mazatlan, in their 
complaint, asserted that American ves- 
sels along the coast were in constant 
communication with the rebels, and fur- 
nished them with war material. These 
complaints were taken under consider- 
ation Immediately by the Mexican For- 
eign’ Office and a protest was prepared.

A sharp fight between militia and 
the mountaineers is expected. It is 
known that the Henricksons intend to 
give battle. 

The trouble started on Wednesday 
when Jack Henrickson killed a man and 
after reaching his home near here, 
gave battle to a Sheriff's posse. One 
of the Henrickson party was killed by 
the posse. After this skirmish the Hen- 
ricksons fled to the mountains and were 
traced by bloodhounds to the 
shaft. Since yesterday the civil authori- 
tles have kept a close watch on the 
mine.

Laborer's Story of Murder of 


Captain and Mate of Barge 
Confirmed by Police. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 27.—A man 
giving ‘the name of Andreas Plewka 
walked into a police station hie tonight 
and said he had killed the captain and

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 27.—The 
Democratic leaders of some of the 
states are beginning to express discon- 
tent with the distribution of patronage 
by President Wilson. With the tariff 
and currency out of the way, some lead- 
ers who have not fared particularly 
well are preparing for a raid on the 

President when he returns from his 
vacation. 

Six states have not as yet been recogk- 
nized by Mr. Wilson in giving out the 
spoils of victory. Others that threw 
their votes to him in the Democratic 
National Convention have not been ac- 
corded what the local party bosses re- 
gard as fair treatment, while states 
which persistently opposed the nomina-

tion of Mr. Wilson until the final ballot 


which accomplished his choice have re- 
ceived exceedingly generous treatment. 

New York, for instance, whose 90 dele- 
gates stubbornly voted against Mr. 
Wilson in the Baltimore convention, has 
obtained more places with larger annual 
salary list than any three states com- 
bined. Missouri is next, while New Jer- 
sey, the President's twa State, Penn- 
sylvania and California have received 
more than the average. 

Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Maine 
have not been given anything like what 
the party leaders regard as a commen- 
surate percentage of, the places. The 
states which have not received a single 
political place are Arizona, Idaho, Kan- 
sas, South Dakota, Vermont and Utah. 

The total number of places personally 
awarded by the President, which are 
viewed as the perquisites of political 
leaders, is 155, the aggregate annual 
salaries of which total $1,003, 756. 
New York Center Of Criticism. 

The disgrufitled leaders are centering 
the fire of criticism on New York, which 
obtained 20 of the best places in the gift 
of the President, with an annual salary 
list of $178,000 and an average. salary 
of more than $8200. Missouri comes 
next, with 11 places witif an aggregate 
salary of $66,825 and an average ot $6000. 
Pennsylvania is third, with seven places, 
an aggregrate of $61,000 in salary and an 
average of $8500. New Jersey has seven 
places, carrying $57,500 salaries, or an 
average of more than $8900. 

California, which was carried by 
Roosevelt, secured seven places from 
Mr. Wilson with $42,2% in the way of 
salaries, or an average of more than 
83008. 

Indiana, which gave Mr. Wilson a 
record-breaking majority, has so far re- 
ceived only two places, carrying $11,000.

The trouble started on Wednesday 
when Jack Henrickson killed a man and 
after reaching his home near here, 
gave battle to a Sheriff's posse. One 
of the Henrickson party was killed by 
the posse. After this skirmish the Hen- 
ricksons fled to the mountains and were 
traced by bloodhounds to the 
shaft. Since yesterday the civil authori- 
ties have kept a close watch on the 
mine.

860 TOGO,“ the diminutive 
Japanese boxer whom box- 
ers of all weights have 
tried to stow away for the ‘‘count,’’ 
is preparing himself for a campaign 
by which he hopes to annex the 
featherweight title and return to his 
native land a hero. To this end he 
has placed himself under the manage- 
ment of John J. Jackson and the lat- 
ter has engaged Otto Yacknow, the 
Cleveland featherweight, to coach the 
little Oriental in the finer points of 
the game. 


Togo, whose right name is Masao 
Otani, is 24 years of age, having been 
born Dec. 18, 1889, in the village of Mit- 
sumatsu, situated in the northern part 
of Japan, near the city of Kyoto. He 
is 4 feet 10 inches in height and boxes 
at 120 pounds. An idea of his abnormal 
physical development may be gleaned 
from the following measurements: 
Chest 38 inches, waist 22, wears a No. 17 
collar, hat 7%, a No. 3 shoe and 7 
glove. 


Won From Bat Nelson. 


He attracted more than passing no- 
tice about a year ago, when he en- 
gaged in a contest with Battling Nel- 
son at Fort Smith, Ark., the terms of 
the agreement: being that Nelson was 
to stop Togo inside of six rounds on a 
winner-take-all basis. Nelson failed, 
though he battered the Japanese all 
over the ring and knocked him down in- 
numerable times. The match was at 
catch weights, and Nelson came into 
the ring weighing about 140 pounds. 
Since that time Togo has been fighting 
regularly, but no one has succeeded in 
knocking him out.

Manager Jackson states that Togo never 
requires watching when training to fit him- 
self for a contest, as he is intensely con- 
scientious and never shirks his work. He 
eats sparingly of meats, his principal diet 
consisting of rice and fish. He likes tea and 
coffee, but never touches the latter when 
in training. 


Speaks English With Ease. 


Bron coming to this country Togo 

attended school for 11 years, and is 
a graduate of the Obama Tsugako (the 
middle school). He learned while there 
to read and write English. but had some 
difficulty in mastering pronunciation. Now. 
however, he speaks English with ease and 
is able to carry on a conversation with no 
hesitation for lack of words to express his 
exact meaning. 

For the past two weeks Togo has been a 
patient at the American Hospital Association, 
Theresa avenue and Pine street. under the 
care of Dr. James Moore Ball. who a week 
ago performed an operation to straighten 
Togo’s eyes, which have been badly crossed. 
The trouble dates back about two years, 
when the left eyo began to turn in toward 
the nose, and continued until the pupil was 
almost buried in the corner of the socket. 
This seriously interfered with Togo’s sight 
and an operation was decided upon to correct 
the trouble. For three days Togo lay in 
darkness with tightly bandaged eyes. When 
the bandages were removed on last Friday 
Togo’s eyes were seen to be perfectly straight 
and the Japanese optimistically declared his 
vision was much better. It is Dr. Bali’s 
belief there will be no further trouble. 

Now that his sight is so much improved, 
Togo believes that his work in the ring win 
be better, and he is enthusiastic at the pros- 
pect.

Mr. Wagner, who is an enthusiastic 


"motorist, says that those who oppose 


headlights for automobiles are ignoring 
these positive and importaht advantages 
to the public at large, that are due to 
the use of such brilliant headlights. 
Light Warns Pedestrians. 

1, Headlights show to pedestrians 
about to cross a street or step off a 
street car that a machine is approach- 
ing and enable such pedestrians quick- 
ly and accurately to determine the loca- 
tion and rate of speed of the approach- 


ing automobile and to take precau- 


tions for safety. The same is true when 
a pdestrian crossing a street finds that 
a machine has come around a corner 
or otherwise suddenly become a source 
of danger. 

2. The ght from automobile head- 
lights reaches intersecting streets while 
the machine bearing those headlights is 
itself still in a place of safety and there- 
by.prevents collisions with other ve- 
hicles, street cars and pedestrians. 

3. In all of the instances named in the 
foregoing two paragraphs and in num- 
berless additional ones, the blowing of 
horns is obviated, and anything that 
reduces city nolses is desirable. 

Opponents of headlights likewise ig- 
nore the fact that on well-lighted 
Streets, such as Broadway, from Elm 
to Washington avenue, Franklin ave- 
nue for some blocks west of Broadway, 
Locust street from Fourteenth to Jef- 
ferson’ avenue, Washington avenue for 
some blocks west of Broadway, and 
some others, the most brilliant head- 
lights cannot dazzle anyone, because 
their light is neutralized by the general 
well-lighted condition of the streets, 
any more than the most powerful head- 
lights would dazzle in daylight. On 
such well-lighted streets pedestrians re- 
ceive all the advantages enumerated in 
the first paragraph above, while no one 
who has really studied the actual con- 
ditions can claim that in such parts of 
the city there is an objection to head- 
lights. The mere fact that New York 
City has enacted an unwise law should 
not induce St. Louis to copy it, and the 
streets of New York are lighted so much 
better than those of St. Louis that it is 
entirely irrelevant to cite it as an ex- 
ample. 

Also Protects the Motorist. 

Nearly everyone nowadays rides at 
one time or another in motor cars, and 
therefore it may be said that the pub- 
lic at large is interested in the safety 
of occupants of automobiles. Occupants 
of such vehicles are entitled to protec- 
tion from accidents, and their safety 
can be secured only by the use of head- 


lights, for the following reasons, all 


ignored by opponents of headlights: 

1. Upward of one-fourth of the mile- 
age of streets within the limits of the 
city of St. Louis have ho lights on 
them at all, producing the same condi- 
tion as on Country roads, where it ts 
universally conceded that automobiles 
Cannot de operated at all without head- 
lights. 

2. With the exception of a few dozen

Lights Not Dazzling in City. 

Charles II of England once submitted 
to the Royal Philosophical Society the 
question of why it is that when a live 
fish is placed in one vessel of water 
and a dead fish in another vessel of wa- 
ter, weight is added to the one contain- 
ing the dead fish, but not to the one 
containing the live fish. Many learned 
philosophical replies were proposed, but 
finally some practical man cages» 1 
experiment of actually weighing the sub- 
ject of discussion and found that the 
question contained an erroneous as- 
sumption, as weight was added in both 
instances. This illustration applies to 
the city automobile headlight question 
in this way: 

Except on streets not at all lighted or 
very imperfectly lighted, the brightest 
headlights do not dazzle the drivers of 
approaching machines nor pedestrians. 
In 10 days’ time I, as a pedestrian, test- 
ed the lights of 137 machines upon my- 
self without in a single instance ex- 
periencing the slightest approach to be- 
ing dazzled. Some people claim that 
there is an aggravation of the dazzling 
effect of headlights upon wet asphalt 
or paved streets. A recent rainy night 
afforded a good opportunity to test the 
correctness of this claim. Taking a 
gentleman with me, I drove from down- 
town out Locust street and Washing- 
ton avenue at just the time when the 
greatest number of machines would be 
going in the opposite direction, i: e., to 
the theater, etc. Neither the gentleman 
with me nor I was dazzled for an in- 
stant, although particular attention was 
paid to the most brilliant headlights. 


When the theater crowd was returning 


home I repeated the test by driving in 
the opposite direction. The result was 
the same. I am willing to make this 
trip to répeat this experiment with 
anybody or any committee. 


Having paid great attention to this 
subject for years past, I have wondered 
why there is any: dispute on the qués- 
tion of fact as to whether in the city 
on reasonably well-lighted streets head- 
lights are or are not dazzling. I long 
ago discovered that the alleged dazzling 
was merely a flash for an instant the 
occasional objectionableness of whica 
could by no means offset the positive 
important and numerous advantages 
mentioned above. Further investigation 
leads me to believe, however, that the 
people who claim to be dazzled by head- 
lights are those who, in violation of the 
traffic ordinance, drive in the middle of 
the street instead of as near to the 
right-hand curb as possible,“ as the law 
requires. So driving in the middie of 
the street, it is possible that they are 
brought unnecessarily so close to other 
machines, the drivers of which are sim- 
Harly violating the law, that they ob- 
tain a dazzling effect that those who 
drive near the curb have never suffered.

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AAA ADOPTS RULE 
FOR ROAD TRAVEL 
FOR NATIONAL USE 


Opposition Is Also to Be Main- 
tained to License Tax Unless 
in Lieu of All Other 
Taxes on Motor Cars. 


The recent annual meeting of the 
American Automobile Association at 
Richmond, Va., was kept busy with 
important matters. Complimenting 
Secretary of the Interior Lane for his 
commendable work of making. the 
national parks more available to road 
travelers, the association also placed 
itself on record as favoring increased 
Federal appropriations for the na- 
tional recreation regions, and pledged 
co-operation with the American Civic 
Association in its movement for a 
Bureau of National Parks. 

The meeting adopted comprehen- 
sive “Rules of the Road and Regula- 
tions of Road Traffic,” which will be 
generally advocated throughout the 
entire country. These rules also refer 
to pedestrians in their use of the 
roads, and this feature will command 
universal interest, for it is generally 
recognized that the increased use of 
the highways makes absolutely neces- 
sary regulations covering pedestrians 
as well as vehicles. 

In reference to the registration of 
automobiles, the association hereafter 
will: be opposed to a registration tax 
unless same shall be in lieu of all 
other taxes, and the money thus 
raised expended. in connection with 
roads maintenance. The so-called New 
Jersey test case, involving both a 
substantial registration tax and a 
personal property tax, has been taken 
to the United States Supreme Court 
and will be pressed with all due speed 
to its ultimate determination. This 
case originated during the occupancy 
of the A. A. A. ptesidency by Robert 
P. Hooper, who is serving his seventh 
term as the chief executive of the 
Pennsylvatiia body. 

Upon the invitation of President L. 
R. Speare of the Massachusetts State 
Association, the next annual meeting 
will be held in Boston. Since the 1912 
gathering was in the West, the 1913 
meeting in the South, and the next 
gathering in the East, in 1915 the as- 
sociation. will again visit the western

BEST IN MANY YEARS 


“There is every reason to hold an 
optimistic brief of the future: Crop 
conditions, steadily increasing orders 
and the genera] increase in prosper- 
ity hold forth a bright hue for auto- 
mobile manufacturers.”

“During the first quarter of the 
present season, more cars by thou- 
sands were shipped than in the same 
period of the previous season. Our 
sales, for instance, showed an increase 
of more than $1,000,000 over the same 
period of the 1913 season. I can see 
no good reason why the same condi- 
tions should not obtain later. 

“Government statistics are interest- 
ing. These authentic figures for the 
leading crops of the United States 
give a comprehensive idea of the 
wealth of this country. Farmlands 
produced an aggregate yield of $9,- 
000,000,000 this year. Crops totaled 
$6,000,000,000, the remaining $3,000,- 
000,000 being made up in animal prod- 
ucts. 

“Analyzing this report, we find that 
while some productions have not been 
bumper ones, the prices generally 
have been much higher than any pre- 
vious year. A shortage in production, 
where there is any, is amply made up 
in the higher prevailing prices.

“President Bennett, of the Bennett 
Milling Co., of Geneva, III., which 
uses a three-ton truck for making de” 
liveries over country roads to mer- 
chants in a number of nearby towns, 
states that it cost about as much to 
operate three two-horse teams as it 
does his motor truck. The truck on 
the sther hand, does the work of five 
teams, and its records, as given by 
Mr. Bennett, shows an operating cost 
of $9.78 a day. In a period of 13 
months it carried 4,174.86 tons, the 
highest total for a single month be. 
ing 426.5 tons. In that time this 
Packard truck covered 12,068 miles, 
or an average of about 35 miles a 
day.”

Plans to beautify the Lincoln high- 
way, making it attractive in appearance 
as well as useful, are now being consid- 
ered by the officers of the association.

The work of the committee, it 18 
stated, will center largely on the 
study of economic questions involved 
in the production, transportation, 
slaughter and marketing ot meat. As 
the first step the committee will in- 
vestigate the changes within the last 
two o three. decades which have in- 
creased cost of production and the 
centralizing of the meat industry. 

Among important considerations to 
be inquired into will be the taking up 
of the public lands, the effect of the 
capacity of the range, especially on 
the remaining public lands and forest 
reserves, with a view to suggesting 
changes in the laws to make the pub- 
lic lands of greater use in cattle rais- 
ing.

It was a splendidly generous Yule- 
tide offering, finely in keeping with 
the Christmas spirit. It drew an audi- 
ence of 6000 to the Coliseum. Even

The 150 ushers 
Were directed by R. D. Corlett, and 
worked actively in seating the audience. 

The printed programs placed on the 
seats contained much interesting in- 
formation concerning the composers and 
the compositions, these notes having 
been prepared by William John Hall. At- 
tention also was called to this after- 
noon’s popular concert by the Symphony 
Orchestra at the Odeon. 

It was an early and a very orderly 
gudtence. The Coliseum doors were 
thrown open at 6:45 o'clock. By 7:30 
o'clock fully nine-tenths of the 6000 per- 
sons who filled the Coliseum about 
three-fourths full were in their seats.

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The arena floor was full. The first tier 
of balcony seats were nearly all taken. 
safe at the northern end. The second 
tier was practically empty. Very few 
boxes, save those allotted to ¢ity offi- 
clals and their families, were occupied. 
The Coliseum was gay with bunting and 
presented a handsome appearance. 

The temporary stage for the orchestra 
was placed on the eastern edge of the 
arena floor. Miss Ida Delladonna and 
her beautiful golden harp were the first 
representatives of the instrumental 
force to emerge into view upon this 
stage. Librarian James S. McConathy 
came next, distributing the musical 
scores for the use of the various play- 
ers. Precisely at 8:6 o'clock the orches- 
tra appeared in a body. 

Five minutes later Max Zach himself 
came into evidence, advancing to the 
conductor’s stand at the front of the 
stage. He was welcomed with a 
hearty and prolonged storm of applause. 
He bowed low to the compliment of this 
greeting. The applause was renewed. 
Conductor Zach bowed again. Then his 
baton sounded three sharp raps on the 
dirigental stand. The next moment it 
rose and fell.. The first notes of the 
Coronation March from The Prophet“ 
answered this signal. 

The Meyerbeer composition did not 
entirely ‘‘warm’’ the house. It was 
followed by the splendid Rossini over- 
ture to “William Tell.“ splendidly 
played. The response of the audience 
was instant and fervid. The Coliseum 
rang again and again with thunders of 
acclaim. And from that moment on- 
ward the first free concert ever given 
by the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
took its place in local musical history 
as a success of memorable magnitude. 

With the exception of the opening 
number every program offering was 
followed by an encore. It seemed that 
the audience could not get enough of 
symphony music to satisfy its demand. 
Its competent appreciation of the high 
quality of the popular“ program was 
undeniable. This was especially in evi- 
dence in the case of the William Tell“ 
overture, the lovely Traeumerel'“ of 
Schumann’s dreaming, and the always 
beloved Blue Danube” waltz of Johann 
Strauss’ immortal composing. 

When the program’s closing number, 
the Victor Herbert “American Fan- 
tasile, was reached there were some in- 
teresting and curious developments. Not 
the least of these was the tumultuous 
applause with which Dixie“ was wel- 
comed among the national airs woven 
into the score. During the progress of 
this demonstration one keen and pierc- 
ing rebel yell“ sounded high above the 
clapping of hands. 

Another perplexing incident of this 

composition’s playing was that many 
persons in the audience seemed to mis- 
take “Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean,”’ 
for “The Star Spangled Banner.’ The 
program requested all present to stand 
when the latter was played, and to sing 
the opening verse of the great Song of 
the Flag. They stood, instead, for Co- 
lumbia, the Gem of the Ocean’’—that 1s, 
many of them did. And they looked 
very sheepish and confused when they 
discovered their blunder. But, a moment 
later, “The Star Spangled Banner“ 
sounded, a few hundred in the audience 
sang, and all embarrassment was at an 
Then, again, Conductor Zach was ap- 
plauded to the echo, many women also 
waving their handkerchiefs to him, and 
more than a few men swinging their 
hats around their heads. It was a quite 
sincere and very graceful tribute to the 
Symphony's guiding spirit. And it testi- 
fied as well to the success of the free 
concert. 
Everybody seemed pleased except one 
baby in the second tier of balcony seats 
to the north. This little chap evidently 
‘had no music in his soul. And assuredly 
none in his voice. He was heard al- 
most as often as the orchestra. But it 
was plainly a baby-loving audience that 
heard him.

AGRAM, Croatia, Dec. 7.— The

Amid a deafen- 
ing uproar on the part of the opposi- 
tion, Taskan took a position in front of 
the tribune, but the chairman declined 
to move.

AGGUSES PARENTS 


Charges That Whole Family 
Aided Her in Getting Cash 
and Jewels. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 27.—Miss 
Louise Farris, the Princeton (Ind.) girl 
who, according to her plea of guilty and 
her confession to District Attorney C. 
W. Miller, was the decoy in a matri- 
monial bureau swindle by which were 
obtained a small fortune in cash and 
thousands of dollars’ worth of jewelry 
from men who sought her hand in mar- 
riage, will have to appear as a witness 
next month against her parents, Martin 
W. and Emma Farris, who are also un- 
der indictment on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud in connection with the 
operations. 

According to the evidence presented in 
Federal Court this far, the bureau seems 
to have been a family affair. Louise. 
who says she has been engaged to 50 
men at one time, is much grieved just 
now, because her father and mother are 
Saying that she alone is to blame for 
the “Cupid campaign” and that they 
know nothing about her “love affairs,” 
as they call them. 

Farris and his wife, who were arrest- 
ed following indictments by the Federal 
grand jury here, at first showed an in- 
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DECEMBER 28, 1913. 
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euna tion to plead guilty to the charges, 


but when arraignment day came and the 
nature of the charges was explained to 
them by Judge Anderson, they both 
stoutly declared that there was not one 
word of truth in them and that if the 
postal laws had been viviated in the 
manner stated, the work was “entirely 


| of Louise's doings.” 


The Judge ordered that their plea of 
guilty be withdrawn and a plea of not 
guilty entered, as they did not seem to 
be able to grasp the legal status of the 
gase. The Judge said it would be neceg- 
sary to try them on the charges as made 
and the hearing was set for Jan. 21. 

Five Called at Once. 

Before taking this action, however, 
Judge Anderson had requested District 
Attorney Miller to outline the Govern- 
ment’s case and tell what he knew 
about the operations of the matrimonial 
bureau. Miller told the Court that from 
the evidence at hand the whole family. 
consisting of Farris, his wife and 
daughters, Loulse and Ora Mabel, had 
formulated the scheme to operate a 
matrimonial bureau. Louise was to ad- 
vertise and carry on the correspondence 
with prospective bridegrooms; Mrs. Far- 
ris, the mother, was to mail the letters. 
Ora Mabel was to warn away the suit- 
ors who were attracted for the hand of 
Louise, and Martin W. Farris was to 
threaten them if a warning was not 
sufficient, according to the statement 
of the District Attorney. 

The business flourished, the District 
Attorney told the court, and, falling 


‘victims to the encouraging letters of 


Louise, five prospective bridegrooms 
called at Princeton at the same time on 
one occasion, to claim the hand of 
Louise. But it was not in the plan, the 
District Attorney said, that things 
should ever go so far, as the family pre- 
ferred to carry on the negotiations at 
a distance, and, after money or jewelry 
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had been received to break up the love 
affairs and have Louise call off the 
“engagements.” 
Attorney Miller says one of the vie- 
tims was a noted pugilist who had sent 
Louise a 10 bill. 

Many Complaints Made. 

Miller told the court that there was 
Prac a scramble at the Farris home 
to receive the letters and packages and 
that whoever opened them retained the 
contents and gave the letters to Louise 
to answer, in order that more presents 
might be forthcoming. Miss Ora Mable 
Farris, who was not indicted along with 
the other members of the family, ac- 
cording to the District Attorney, with- 
drew from the scheme after writing one 
letter and tried to persuade the rest of 
the family to give it up. 

One prospective bridegroom sent a 
diamond bracelet, others sent engage- 
ment rings and still others railroad 
tickets, it is said. 

Attorney Miller said complaints were 
received both from the victims and the 
Postmasters at various points, and these 
finally resulted in the indictment and 
arrest of Farris. When the father saw 
that real trouble was brewing he is said 
to have sent Louise to Washington. 
D. C. Here she was later arrested and 
at that time about 30 rings and 
nearly $1000 in money were found in her 
possession, in addition to hundreds of 
photographs intended for mailing to cor- 
respondents. 

Louise, according to the District At- 
torney’s statement and her confession, 
often went to meet infatuated persons 
in order that she might wheedle them 
out of more money, and she would con- 
trive in some way to get away from 
them without having to “go to the 
preacher.” In cases where a demand 
would be made for a return of presents 
after Louise had written “that it was 
all over between them

Wife Is Found Shot and Three 
Others Dead From Gas in 
New York Home. 


FEARED HEART FAILURE 


Henry Knell Had Settled Up Ac- 
Aunts; Writes Will After 
Slaying Wife. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Henry Knell of 
88 Dry Harbor road, Queens, shot his 
wife to death and then turned on the 
gas, destroying the lives of his two chil- 
Gren and of himself today. Failing 
health is the motive assigned for the 
deed. 

Knell_was 29 years old. He was sec- 
retary of the Philadelphia Steel and 
Forge Co., treasurer of the Forest Park 
Athletic Club and of the Forest Park 
View Congregational Church. 

Mrs. Knell was 29. The two children 
were Henry Jr., 3 years old, and 
Edith, 2. 

Mrs. William A. Ellis, who occupies 
the ground floor of a two-story house, 
the remainder of which was used by the 
Knell family., with Miss Helen Seeley, 
discovered the tragedy. 

Mrs. Ellis was found on the bed in a 
relaxed attitude and the Coroner be- 
lieves she must have been asleep when 
che was shot. There was a bullet 
wound in her forehead. ~ Beside the 
mother, her head half buried in the 
clothes, lay little Edith, dead. Henry 
Jr., whose crib was in the same room, 
lay huddled up on the floor, lifeless, 
and the father was found half across 
the foot of the bed, his knees just 
touching the floor, his head close to one 
of his wife’s outstretched hands. 

Christmas toys were scattered about 
the floor and in the next room stood a 
glittering Christmas tree. 

Almost from the moment the quad- 
ruple tragedy was discovered, evidence 
began to pile up that the father, dread- 
ing heart failure, had put his house 
in order’ before destroying his family 
and himself. A few days ago he h 
turned over to the Forest Park Atfi- 
letic Association $100 of its funds. He 
had resigned his treasurership of the 
Congregational Church, turning in $700 
of the church’s funds which were in his 
possession. 

Several letters addressed to friends, 
which the police decided not to open, 
and a will prepared by the man ap- 
parently just after he had killed his 
family made the evidence that his acts 
were deliberate, complete, in the judg- 
ment of the authorities.

Suppressing Commercialized Vice. 


» OMETHING of vast importance to Chicago 
and to the whole country is the experi- 
ment we are making for the abolition 

of the commercialization of vice. About @ year 

ago, in October, 1912, the State’s Attorney, who 
is the highest, legal officer of the county, gave or- 
ders that the segregated district, which had been 
in existence for a great many years, should be 
closed up. He called on the Mayor for the as- 
sistance of the Police Department of the City of 
Chicago. I, myself, had always believed in seg- 
regation, and I was not at all convinced that the 
contemplated step was the best. But as the ex- 
periment was going to be tried, I determined that 
is should be an honest experiment, and that we 
would see what the result would be. 

“So I gave directions. to the police to go to the 
limit in carrying out the State’s Attorney’s or- 
ders. When he retired from office (I am sorry 
to say that he has since died) we kept up the 
work, and we have broken up the segregated dis- 
trict entirely. There is not a house open there 
now. Formerly there was a district on the West 
Side, one on the North Side, one in South Chicago 
(an outlying ‘district of the city), and the regular 
restricted district on the South Side. We had for 
years been gradually tightening the lines, trying 
te force it all into one district, taking it off the 
street car routes and as far as possible away from 
residences and schools. 

“We had gradually broken up all the smaller 
districts and forced everything into one section, 
and when action was taken by the State’s Attor- 
ney we went right through with it, keeping the 

Folice Department and special investigators on 
the job all the time. As I said before, I had al- 
ways believed that segregation was the better 
thing, but Chicago is making an honest experi- 
ment. It it works out well, we shall have set 
a grand example to the rest of the world, and if 
17 doesn't work out well there is plenty of time 
to go back to the old method. 

“Of course, the argument is always advanced 
that by breaking up a segregated district you drive 
this form of vice to the homes of the families and 
distribute it throughout all. sections of the city, 
but I never yet knew of a city where vice was 
ecnfined to the segregated district. 


Making an Honest Experiment. 
“There can be no doubt’ that the experiment Chi- 
cago is trying is being honestly tried. I had been 
told that the lid was on tight, and before going 
to talk with the Mayor I had been out to see the 
town. I had the assistance, at one time and an- 
other, of two Chicago reporters, a detective, a 
hotel clerk, a wise chauffeur and a woman who 
has plied her trade in the city for 20 years.

HARRISON DESCRIBES HIS 
IDEAL MAN FOR MAYOR 


oT HE first requisite that any man 
in any public office ought to 
have is absolute honesty. That 
is the great essential. : 

“Then it would necessarily follow that 
the man should have an ordinary degree 
of intelligence, good, plain common sense. 

“He should devote time to the judgment 
of matters that come before him and never 
make up his mind in a hurry. 

“I have always found that I can gain 
a great deal more by taking matters under 
consideration and thinking them over for 
a day of two before giving a final answer. 

“Another thing, and this is of very de- 
cided importance, is never to do anything 
on the basis of friendship for any man. 
Service to the public is the only thing that 
should be considered: The very minute 
a Mayor begins to do things—even little 
trivial things—for friendship he porn into 
trouble.” 


in Chicago in connection with the Gotch-Hacken- 
schmidt wrestling match. The big crowd of men 
who gathered round the ring on the day of this 
match, which was a great event for the South 
Side, fell in with some tin horn gamblers who 
göt into the district and started gambling games. 
It was quite clear that this must have been done; 
i: could only have been done with the knowledge 
and connivance of some members of the Police 
Department. I called on the Civil Service Com- 
sission to make an investigation of the Police De- 
partment, and gradually the scope of the inquiry 
was widened until it resulted in the dismissal 
oi resignation of six or eight of the most prom- 
inent men in the Police ä and about 150 


other officers. 


“In cleaning out the department I told the Civil 
Service Commission to go as far as possible from 
the rank and file—the men who could say that/ 
they were only obeying orders or closing their 
eyes to the acts of their superiors—and to get 
after the big fellows on whom the responsibility 
rested. In that way we got the men higher up, 
and when some of the most prominent Inspectors 
and Captains, to say nothing of Lieutenants and 
Sergeants, had been dismissed we started in to 
reorganize the Police Department. 


“Formerly in Chicago we had inspectors who 
were in charge of a division. Each division was 
divided into districts under a Captain, and the 
districts were in turn divided into precincts, at 
the head of each of which was a Lieutenant. When 
anything went wrong the Lieutenant in whose 
precinct it happened would pass the buck to the 
Captain and the Captain would pass the buck to 
the Inspector, who, in turn, would pass it back 
again to the Lieutenant. There wasn’t any direct 
responsibility. So we began by doing away with 
the position. of Inspector and made the Captains 
directly responsible for their own districts. We 
are gradually working toward a system where 
there will be no police station without a Captain 
in charge, and this will do away With a number 
of the smaller stations that make supervision more 
difficult. Then we simultaneously {ntroduced a 
radical reform providing for the constant inspec- 
tion of the force itself by civilian officials. 


New Branch of the Service. 


rq . see, a uniformed policeman never likes 

to tell on one of his brother officers. 

There is an ‘esprit de corps,’ which is 
not a bad thing in itself, that makes a man 
reluctant to investigate another man in his own 
service. So we created a new branch of the serv- 
ice and put it under the Second Deputy of Po- 
lice, who has to do with the inspection of the de- 
partment itself, and is also responsible for —e 
moral conditions in the city. Today the entire 
uniformed force is under the constant scrutiny 
ot a corps of trained civilian investigators. These 
civilians report to the Second Deputy, who makes 
his reports to the Cnief of Police, and it 1d the 
latter’s duty to see that due effect is given to the 
Second Deputy’s renorts. 

“The police force was bitterly opposed to this 
arrangement at first, and it not only met with 
strong opposition from the uniformed men, but 
even the officers were against it. The then Chie? 
of Police was as indignant as anybody; he war not 
in ‘sympathy with his new method of organizatio; , 
and he said so. He even said so once too often, 
and so I let him go. I wanted men at the heat 
of the department who would be in thorough at- 
cord with me and who were in active sympathy 
with the idea. I have got them now and I am 
giving it a thorough trial.” 

Thorough exactly expresses the quality of the 
Mayor’s work. He is now serving his fifth term, 
and has been in office going on 11 years. During 
that time he has never missed one meeting of 
the City Council, of which he is the presiding .. 
ficer.. The minutes ce there to sh~w that there 
never has been a meeting wiat he has not been . 
the chair every minute that the Council was in 
session. But it is not only the big things that 
tre done well. Even the small things are accom- 
plished with care.

ish Donations. That Have 


Marked the Year Just, 


Passing. 


The year 1913 is remarkable for the 
large number of benefactions. The 
gifts of $10,000 or over aggregate 
something like $302,450,000, or about 
$2,450,000 more than the previoue 
year. Of the total, $170,000,000 went 
for educational purposes, $95,000,000 
for religious and charitable institu- 
tions and missions, and the remain- 
der for hospitals, homes for the aged 
and other charities. During the last 
13 years the announced gifts to edu- 
cational, religious and charitable pur- 
poses have aggregated nearly $2,- 
000,000,000. 

The leader in the year’s bequests 
was Benjamin Altman, New York 
merchant—$18,000,000. He bequeathed 
his collection of paintings, rugs, tap- 
estries, porcelains, marbles, etc., val- 
ued at $15,000,000, to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. Besides, he left $3,- 
000,000 to employes and charities, of 
which $1,500,000 went to the Altman 
Foundation, the corporation for the 
benefit and reward of the employes 
of B. Altman & Co.; $100,000 to the 
National Academy of Design for the 
benefit, encouragement and advance- 
ment of art in the United States. 

John D. Rockefeller set aside an 
amount for the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, incorporated in New York State, 
the exact amount not being stated, 
but which is thought to be many mil- 
lions. His published gifts amounted 
to about $8,000,000, including $3,000, - 
000 a vear which it was reported he 
intended giving toward educatin 
Southern farmers in their working. 
$1,509,000 to the Johns Hopkins Med- 
ical School to enable professors at the 
school to withdraw from all paid 
practice; $1,000,000 to establish + 
Christian University in Japan; $5,- 
000,000 to the general fund of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search to provide pensions for mem- 
bers and associate members who are 
devoting themselves to scientific 
work. 

No Figures in Foundation Gift. 

Rockefoiler's donations for charitable 
and educational purposes in America 
during some years aggregated 3198, 000, 000 
heing exceeded only by Andrew Carnegie 
hy $50,000,000. Rockefeller’s lump sum to 
the Rockefeller Foundation may offset 
this difference. Rockefeller has given 
altogether more than $124,000,000 lo edu- 
cation alone and over 30.50, 000 for re- 
search. In addition, his son, John . 
Kockefeller Jr., has contributed large 
sums for the investigation of the white 
tlnve traffic. 

The third largest giver was Andrew 
Carnegie, $14,198,000. Of this amount 
$10,500,000 in 5 per cent bonds of the

Carnegie also gave $1,000,000 to the 
Carnegie Institute of Technology, 0. - 
000 for a public library in San Francisco, 
$50,000 to Washburn College, $25,000 to 
the German Oak, the organ of the Ger- 
man Peace Society and numerous gmall- 
er gifts to other purposes. 

The total gifts, covering a number of 
years, made by Mr. Carnegie, not in- 
cluding those announced transferred to 
the Carnegie Corporation, aggregate 
$248,000,000. Of this sum libraries received 
$55,800 000, colleges in the United States 
$26,360,00, the Carnegie Institute $28,000,- 
000 and Dunfermline $11,750,000. 

A gift estimated at between $2,000,- 
000 and $5,000,000 was made to Wash- 
ington and Lee University of Lexing- 
ton, Va., under the will of Robert P. 
Doremus of the New York Stock Ex- 
change firm of De Coppett & Doremus. 

The Metropolitan Museum of Art re- 
ceived a $5,000,000 collection of arms 
and armor owned by W. H. Riggs and 
housed in the building he erected for 
the purpose in Paris., 

Biggest for Foreign Missions. 

What was believed to be the largest 
single bequest for foreign missions was 
contained in the will of Robert Ar- 
thington, who died in London— 4.500, 000 
for carrying the Gospel to every heathen 
tribe on earth; the work will be done 
through the Baptist Missionary Society 
and the London Missionary Society. 

Jacob Gould Schurman, president of 
Cornell University, announced a dona- 

on of $4,250,000 to the Cornell Medical 
School. The donor was believed to be 
Col. Oliver H. Payne of New York 
City, who for years has been a bene- 
factor of the school. Col. Payne also 
gave $202,000 to Cornell University. 

The next largest benefactor of the 
year was Ferris Thompson, who died in 
Paris, leaving $2,000,000 to Princeton and 
an aggregate of more than ‘$1,000,000 to 
St. Paul's School in Concord, N. H.; 
Mercy Hospital and Orphan Asylum in 
Chicago, the Salvation Army, and the 
American Episcopal Church of the Holy 
Trinity in Paris. 

James Bartlett Hammond, the type- 
writer manufacturer, left his estate, 
said to be over $2,000,000, to the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. 

It was reported that Reed B. Free- 
man distributed his fortune of $3,000,000 |

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COTTON MARKET IS

Latest Figures of Consumption 
and Stocks Show Rather Bull-. 
ish Situation. 


The holidays this year brought a feel- 
ing ot confidence to the cotton trade.

ng. A large short inter- 
est n built up on pessimism and 
with the New Year there must begin a 


For some time the only bullish feature 
in the situation has been the statistical 
situation. More attention is paid to the 
gures now that the Government esti- 
mate is out of the way. Last week the 
world’s visible supply of cotton was 310,- 
877 bales less than the previous year at 
the same time. Of the total visible sup- 

ly, the supply of American was 4,464,- 

bales, compared with 6,123,733 bales 
the same time last year: 


against 1,031,682 last year; United States 


949 last year; interior stocks 966,023, 
nst 834,999 year. 

e Continental stock of American is 
comparatively heaviest of all and on 
the Continent is the greatest complaint 
of trade depression. 3 


Movement Not Normal. 


The total ot American exported at the 
end of last week was 4,732,028, compared 
with 4,918,760 last year. There had come 
into sight at the end of last week 8,550,- 
856 es, compared with 8,708,733 last 
year. 


The movement of cotton so far has not 
been along normal lines. The destruct- 
ive storms throughout Texas and Okla- 
homa and the resultant low cotton drove 
many buyers from those states to find 
more desirable stapié and made the 
movement of cotton slow in the former 
and more rapid in the latter. In look - 
ing over the stocks at the various ports 
and interior markets several interesting 
points present themselves. 

Texas ports, as a whole, have received 
less cotton than last year. Other ports 
in cotton-growing states, all the way 
around to Norfolk, have received con- 
siderably more than last year. Exports 
from all the Texas ports have been some 
700,000 bales less than at the same time 
lagt year. With the exception of New 
Orleans, exports from all other ports in 
cotton-growing states have been larger 
than last year. 

At the end of last week interior re- 
ceipts for the season were, in round 
figures, 475,000 bales less than at the 
same time last year. Stocks in the in- 
terior, some 130,000 bales more than at 
the same time last year, tell a tale. Ex- 
cept in Texas, the movement has been 
rapid from the markets where the light- 
er staples have been handled: .In mar- 
kets where heavy bodied coftons are 
most in abundance the movenient has 
been slow. In Texas the low grades 
have upset all calculations. 


Markets Not Distressed. 


The larger interior markets in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley are carrying large stocks 
of cotton but assert that, so far, they 
have not been distressed. These mar- 
kets have not been flooded with low cot- 
tons, however, and with a resumption 
of demand there will be a brisk move- 
ment from these markets. The total 
takings of American cotton to Dec. 19. 
as given by the Chronicle, are 6,127,351 
bales, compared with 4,945,491 last year. 

The consumption of cotton in the 
United States during the year 1913 has 
been the largest on record and there 
seems to be no let-up in sight. Large 
wholesale merchants in St. Louis report 
that their collections have never been 
better. Dry Goods houses report that 
there is no surplus of manufactured 
goods, although retail trade is somewhat 
slow in spots. 

According to British Board of 
Trade returns, the exports of cotton 
goods, yarns, etc., for the 11 months 
ending Nov. 30, were but very little 
less than for the same period last 
year. The worst spot in trade is the 
Continent of Europe. 

In the spot markets the price of 
cotton has been nominal and regu- 
lar prices prevail. There is a better 
demand evident and the feeling is 
that after Jan. 1 a steady demand 
will rule. Stocks of cotton are irreg- 
ular, but there is good value in most 
of the offerings. As has been the 
rule for some time, there is good 
profit in purchases covered in the 
contract markets. Liverpool market 
is strong and apparently unwilling: 
to decline further. January-February 
contracts in Liverpool selling about 
130 points above the January contract 
in New York, and the daily sales 
thers are large. A disposition to take 
the actual cotton is the real support 
of a market, so far as price goes. 
The market has latterly been withou: 
that support and has stood up re. 
markably well. 
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GOOD CROP WEATHER | 
A BEAR CARD IN WHEAT| 


Week’s Price Range Is Lower Following Snow- 
storm Over the Winter Wheat Area— 
Corn Easier. 
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A holiday spirit ruled in the grain 
market the past week and trade was 
entirely professional. Prices were 
mixed. 

Wheat reflected considerable n 
ing pressure in the late week and 
gradually drifted to a lower level. 

Crop reports from the winter wheat 
belt all were favorable and good 
snow covering was reported over the 
entire growing area. This had a tend- 


ency to cause selling of the deferred 
options, which are gradually ap- 
proaching a level where the declining 
side seems dangerous. 

Prices on July wheat are nearing 
85c, which, considering that the 
world’s supply of wheat is less than 
a year ago, when prices were slightly 
higher, seems to be a cheap figure. 

The trade is selling the market on 
the beautiful scenery over the winter 
wheat belt, but this is a fallacy, as 
severe winter killing may prevail in 
February and March and change the 
entire complexion of the markets, 

Again, with July wheat near 85e, 
corn near 70c is an indication that the 
fine grain cannot be depressed to any 
appreciable extent without forcing 
me ratio of prices abnormally out of 
ine. 

It is drouth and heat that make 
wheat markets, and the July option 
invariably meets more or less crop 
scares before it expires. There is 
every reason to believe that this year 
we prove no exception to the general 
rule. 

Some Market Comparisons. 

The situation in wheat at present 
is much the same as it was in corn a 
little over a year ago, when the en- 
tire trade got short the market, ow- 
ing to the large crop. 

Then came the crop scare of last 
summer, and prices advanced 30c a 
bushel on sensational trading. In 
wheat traders are getting short on 
the winter crop outlook. It will be 
interesting to observe if history re- 
peats itself as it did in corn. 

A favorable factor in the market is 
the better tone in Wall street, where, 
since the passing of the currency bill, 
prices have had a wide advance. 

Best opinion seems to be that the 
business situation is steadily improv- 
ing. If so, abnormally cheap prices 
for grain and commodities are not 
likely, owing to the high cost of liv- 
ing and a proportionate high level of 
all food products. 

The Price Current said: “The Gov- 
ernment report on the acreage and 
condition of winter wheat was up to 
expectations. The high condition must 
be eccepted with some reserve, as 
the fall has not been favorable to the 
best results, having made a very rank 

rowth over a large part of the coun- 

ry and established a sensitive situ- 
ation should a verr wet spell of 
weather be followed by a general 
freeze-up. The large acreage was the 
result of the poor corn crop and the 
very,;dry summer and fall, which 
causéd many farmers to put in more 
whe than usual as an insurance 
against the future; and in some sec- 
tions\to provide a late pasture, the 
latter event having been well real- 
ized.

Postoffice Department An- 
nounces Important Changes to 
Be Effective Jan. 1. 


RATES ARE REDUCED 


Books Can Be Mailed Under 
Parcel Classification After 
March 16. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Important 
changes in the parcel post regulatiuns 
Jare announced by the Government. 

On and after Jan. 1, 1914, the limit 
of weight of parcels for delivery in 
the first and second zones will be 50 
pounds insteai of 20 pounds as at 
present and the rate in the first zone 
will be as follows: Local rate—5 cents 
for 1 pound, 7 cents for 5 pounds, 
10 cents for 10 pounds, 12 cents for 15 
pounds, 15 cents for 20 pounds, 17 
cents for 25 pounds, 20 cents for 30 
pounds, 22 cents for 35 pounds, 25 
cents for 40 pounds, 27 cents for 45 
pounds and 30 cents for 50 pounds. 

The zone rate in the first zone will 
be 8 cents for 1 pound, 9 cents for 5 
pounds, 14 cents for 10 pounds, 19 
cents for 15 pounds, 25 cents for 20 
pounds, 29 cents for 25 pounds, 34 
cents for 30 pounds, 39 cents for 35 
pounds, 44 cents for 40 pounds, 49 
cents for 45 pounds and 54 cents for 
50 pounds. | 

In the second zone the rates on 1 
pound or over will be the same as in 
the first zone. 

=0-Pound Limit in Six Zones. 

In the third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth zones the limit 
of weight goes up to 20 pounds, in- 
stead of 11 pounds as at present, and 
the rate of postage on parcels weigh- 
ing over 4 ounces in those zones will 
be reduced as follows: 

Third zone—Six cents for the first 
pound and 2 cents for each addi- 
tional pound or fraction. 

Fourth zone—Seven cents for the 
first pound and 4 cents for each 
additional pound or fraction. 

Fifth zone—Eight cents for the first 
pound and 6 cents for each addi- 
tional pound or fraction. 

Sixth zone—Nine cents for the first 
pound and 8 cents for each addi- 
tional pound or fraction. 

Seventh zone—Eleven cents for the 
first pound and 10 cents for each ad- 
ditional pound or fraction. 

Fighth zone—Twelve cents a pound 
and 12 cents for each additional 
pound or fraction. 

Parcels weighing four ounces or 
less will be mailable on and after 
Jan. 1, 1914, at 1 cent for each ounce 
or fraction thereof, regardless of 
distance. 

A New Book Rate. 


Beginning with March 16, 1914, 
books will be admitted to the parcel 
post. The rate of postage thereon 
will be 1 cent for each two ounces 
or fraction thereof on books weigh- 
ing eight ounces or less. On books 
weighing over eight ounces the regu- 
lar zone rates will apply. 

On and after Jan. 1, gold coin, gold 
bullion and gold dust offered for 
mailing between any two points in 
Alaska and between any point in 
Alaska and any point in the United 
States or its possessions must be in- 
closed in sealed packages, not ex- 
ceeding 11 pounds in weight and sent 
by registered mail. The rate of 
postage thereon will be two cents an 
ounce or fraction thereof regardless 
of distance in addition to the regular 
registry fee. 

Postmaster-General Burleson says 
he hopes the people will realize the 
advantages of the parcel post sys- 
tem as a cheap, expeditious and effi- 
cient means for transporting mer- 
chandise and farm and factory prod- 
ucts. 

No change is made as to the limit 
of size of parcels.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—There will 
be no lack of winter weather any- 
where in the United States if Weath- 
er Bureau experts read the signs 
aright. Inquiries at the Pureau today 
as to the prospects of a mild winter 
were met with the statement that 
storms merely were slightly delayed, 
but that nothing had come under the 
department's observation to indicate 
less than the usual rain or snowfall. 

District Forecaster Edward II. 
Bowie said the rainstorm which 
swept this region on Christmas day 
was merely the forerunner of the 
regular procession of winter disturb- 
ances.

of benefit to all concerned. 

St. Levis can and should be made 
the great central convention city of 
the United States. St. Louis can and 
should be made the meeting place of 
these conventions.

With eggs at 
present prices you can’t afford to have 
broodies loafing in the nests. 


To save labor getting rid of ice, empty 
all water pails and fountains when you 
make the last round of the houses at 
closing-up time. 


If you intend to have new incubators 
and brooders, right now is a good time 
to make a selection and place your or- 
der. Manufacturers will be in good 
shape to demonstrate their goods and 
you will insure early and prompt deliv. 
ery by getting your order in before the 
rush season. 


Dampness in the poultry house at this 
season usually means not enough fresn 
air or too many fowls in the house (not 
enough cubic feet of air space per bird). 
An overdamp coop is a favorable place 
for the development of colds and roup.

Gas Burners. 

Kindly let me know if the gas burners 
for incubators are used with any suc- 
cess? Does the gas pressure remain 
the same without any special regulating 
device? Subscriber, St. Louis, Mo. 

The St. Louis gas pressure, to which 
you refer, will not remain the same 
where an ordinary burner is used. By 
the use of an automatic burner, which 
can be obtained from any poultry sup- 
ply store and attached to an incubator, 
a very successful hatch can be had, in- 
so-far as maintaining the proper degree 
of heat. It is absolutely necessary to 
use a special burner constructed for this 
purpose where a varied pressure of gas 


is used for heating.

wife as to What She Should 
Expect in Table Birds. 


The United States Department of Ar- 
reulture, after extensive study of the 
$-actice of certain poultry packers * 
feeding chickens with quantities of sand 
just before they are killed. so that the 
poultry will weigh more. nas issued a 
warning to housewives to scrutinize 
carefully the craws of any undressed 
chickens they buy, and to watch the 
craws of chickens that are being dressed 
dy the butcher. 

The Government inspectors have for 
some time been investigating the prae- 
tices of certain poultry shippers who col- 
lect chickens from farms and kill and 
ship them in large quantities. 
of these places the inspectors found that 
the practice was to take the chickens as 
they came from the farms, nearly al- 
ways below weight or out of condition 
because of their being ill-fed on the 
farms and handled roughly on the cars, 
and keep them in fattening pens ,for 
from three days to two weeks. 

The chickens are fed corn méal and 
water or finely ground mixed grains and 
buttermilk This practice js becoming 
more and more general and is highly 
desirable because both quality and 
quantity of edible flesh is increased. It 
is also profitable, as the cost of care, 
feed and interest on the investment nec- 
essary to add a pound in weight still 
leaves a good margin of profit provided 
the fattening is rightly done. 

Not content, however, with adding le- 
gitlmately to the weight of the chick- 
ens, some of these poultry shippers, a 
day or two before the chicken is killed, 
feed red pepper, which makes the chick- 


feed a mixture of fine sand and a little 
corn mea The chicken eats this mix- 
ture ravenously, and as a It large 
quantities of sand are introduced into 
the craw and the intestine as well. This 
may amount, in the case of a single 
chicken, to only an ounce or two, but 
where thousands of chickens are sold 
the aggregate charge for sand becomes 
important. It simply means that the 
poultry dealer fs selling sand to the con- 
sumers at the rate of 2% cents or more 
u pound. 

The housewife should scrutinize the 
crops of poultry tefore buying and make 
it very plain to her poultry dealer or 
butcher that she will not pay at the 
rate of 20 to 90 cents per pound for an 
ecunce or more H sand introduced into 
the body of a cnicken with the view of 
cefrauding the purchaser. In fact, she 
should rebel axainst food in the crop, 
because, quite aside from fraud, the 
presence of food means that the chicken 
has not kept ss well as it would have 
kept had it been starved for 2 hours 
before killing. 

All reputable poultry packers starve 
the birds before slaughter, which results 
empty intestines, as well as empty 
crops. The mikeshift of cutting a slit 
in the crop and squeezing out the fond 
is not satisfactory, because that does 
not empty thé bitestines If the house 
wife would have the poultry drawn In 
her own kitchen she could catch frauds 
of this character and take means 0 
prevent them.

tine, Borax, Baking Soda and Other Cheap Substances Put Up to Cure 
Pneumonia, Gall Stones, Appendicitis, Consumption and Other Ailments

UFFERERS from rheumatism 
have dabbled in faith cures, 
but it would be as hard to 
convince them as it would 
be to convince a physician 
that a cent’s worth of com- 
mon salt and sal ammoniac 

would cure anything. If the invalid 
could be found who would believe in so 
‘preposterous a prescription, wouldn't 
he much rather buy the ‘‘remedy” for 
a cent than pay the Newell company 
50 cents for it? 


The Indiana Board of Health be- 
lieved that he would and issued a 
pamphlet telling of a lot of laboratory 
analyses of patent medicines. The 
Board said in this pamphlet that it 
believed “the cost of living would be 
decreased to a very considerable extent 
if the women—who are the chief pur- 
chasers of these goods—could be con- 
vinced of. their worthlessness and ex- 
cessive cost.” 


No doubt it would reduce the cost of 
a dyspeptic’s living if he knew that 
Mayr’s Stomach Remedy consists of 
five to six ounces of olive oil and a 
small box of rochelle salts, the two 
worth, in the aggregate, 15 cents; but 
sold with Mayr'’s Stomach Remedy 
label for $1. The olive oil would not 
hurt him and rochelle salts might be 
of benefit, but why pay $1 for 15 cents’ worth of drugs? 

Then there is “Pinus.” The name artfully suggests pine, and one 
inks of the balsamic breezes blowing through pine forests. 
“Pinus,” says the Indiana Board of Health, contains 85 per cent of 
turpentine and 15 per cent of magnesium carbonate in each four- 
ounce bottle, at an aggregate cost of 5 cents. The Pinus Medicine 
Co. of Los Angeles says it is ‘a reliable remedy for rheumatism,

by express for each 5 cents worth of drugs. The kind gentlemen 
who form the Pinus Medicine Co. assure the purchaser that “one 
bottle is usually sufficient if directions are carefully followed.” 
There ‘s a pitfall in that assurance, for the directions advise a foot- 
bath twice a week, with hot water, containing salt and mustard, 
in which the feet must be immersed for at least 15 minutes. They 
very unthriftily throw away an 
opportunity to charge a dollar 
for the salt and mustard; but 
advise that the patient, “if bil- 
ious or constipated * * * use 
‘Fruitola’ and ‘Traxo’ in con- 
nection with Pinus.“ 

The Indiana Board of Health 
examined ‘“Fruitola,” which, 
coming from Los Angeles, 
should be luscious, but found 
that it consists only of six 
ounces of olive oil and four 
seidlitz powders put up at a 
cost of 15 cents and sold to the 
unwary. for $1. The bottle con- 
tains only olive oil and is ac- 
companied by a package of 
seidlitz powders. The carton in 
which all this 15 cents’ worth 
of drugs is inclosed says 
“}ruitola” is “a system cleanser” and is “recommended for gallstones 
and stomach trouble,” that it is “gentle in action, efficacious and 
rapid in result.“ One bottle is one dose and should be taken with 
lemon. This bottle contains six ounces of olive oil and should be 
taken with the sediitz powders “each week until the system is abso- 
lutely cleaned and normal condition restored.” 

But to restore this normal condition Traxo“ must be taken and 
a bottle of that costs the invalid $1, although its contents cost the 
Pinus company only 15 cents. “Traxo,” says the Indiana Board of 
Health, containg taraxacum and cascara 15 cents’ worth. Traxo,“ 
say the makere ‘must be taken regularly three times a day during 
the interim between doses of Fruitola.” 

We starte 1 with Pinus to cure rheumatism and found Fruitola“ 
and “Traxo” must be taken with it, plus semi-weekly footbaths of

Such peetended remedies as those 
not above, as “Sarsene,” which is 
advertised as a blood remedy and con- 
tains only 3 cents worth of senna, sar- 
saparilla, etc., and is sold for 50 cents; 
as “‘Epp-o-tone,” a “complexion beau- 
tifier”’ sold for 50 cents and containing 
2 cents worth of epsom salts and bo- 
rax; as “Saxolite,” for “wrinkles” and 
the correction of “sagging” and mak- 
ing “the face feel so refreshed and 
snug like,“ which is 1 cent's worth of 
epsom salts and alum and selle for 65 
cents, are more or less jokes on the 
unwary. One may lavch at the woman 
who pays $1 for “Del-a-tone” for the 
removal of surerfivous hair, which is 
only a cent's worth of barium sulphide 
and starch, and at those who pay 50 
cents for “Clearola,” a “skin whiten- 
er,” which is only a cent's worth of 
sulphur. 

But what is to be said of the greed 
back of “Nervine,” 4 cents worth of 
camphor, glycerin and valerian, sold 
for 50 cents and advertised as “recom- 
mended for nervousness and epilepsy?” 
Or the callousness of those who sell 
“Nature’s Creation” for $5 through 
advertising it as a consumption cure, when analysis shows that it is 
only a 6 per cent solution of potassium iodide, the drug cost of which 
is 25 cents? This solution is put out by Nature’s Creation Co. of 
Columbus, O., and is only one of many utterly worthless offerings 
for the cure of the white plague. 

The Indiana Board, which started a fight on these fakes a year 
ago, consists of Drs. T. Henry Davis of Richmond, president; H. H. 
Sutton of Aurora; John Boyer of Decatur and Secretary J. N. Harty. 
A study of 300 small-town papers which formerly carried advertise- 
ments of these patent medicines shows that the objectionable adver- 
tising has for the time at least practically disappeared. 
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Disdesen of School Children 


R investigations by school physicians in various parts 


of the world point to the fact that many children who are

N November of this year, two Swedish mul.tarv 
officers were placed under arrest and a Rus- 
sian military attache at Stockholm was dis- 
missed at 24 nours’ notice. Certain maps and se- 
eret signals belonging to the Swedish naval ma- 
rine had been discovered in hands not officially 
or nationally qualified to touch them. Newsypa- 

pers made free use of the word “espionage.” The Rus- 
sian Government, through its Minister, M. Savinsky, de- 
manded an investigation; she would believe no such 
story of a servant as trusted as Capt. Assanovitch. 
Sweden hesitated; Russia insisted. 

A Russian Grand Duchess was the wife of a member 
of the Swedish royal family, popularly known as the 
“Sailor Prince” and attached to the naval marine. She was 
in too close communication with the @smissed attache. 

Russia sanctioned the removal of he. official; tue in- 
vestigation was not made—at least public. 

In November of this year, also, an announcement was 
authorized that a divorce was being arranged and would 
shortly take place between Prince William, son of King 
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Gustav of Sweden, and his wife, who had been Marie 
Paviovna, Grand Duchess of the Russian empire. At 
the same time the Princess departed for Paris. 

To whom was she going? What frieuds had she in

Constantinople Should Be Called 
the City of the Million Grafts. 
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F you expect to find the flavor of the “Arabian Nights” in this story you 
will be disappointed. Constantinople in the year of 1913 A. D. is more 
like New York. It is a Turkish trophy of foreigners. 

New York has been called the City of Ten Thousand Grafts. Con- 
stantinople should be called the City of Ten Million. A New Yorker who 
is in the habit of being brushed from all his loose change, cheated by 
taximeters, overcharged by restaurant proprietors, robbed by the ticket 

speculators and treated with insclence by waiters feels perfectly at home in this 
wonderful capital. It gives him an idea what New York will be like in another 
ten years. For Constantinople is less Turkish than New York is American. It 
is not the Turk who overcharges, cheats and robs you. The 5 francs you pay to 
enter the city goes to a French company which has the concession (and you have 
‘to pay the same amount to leave). The motor buses and cabs are also French 
owned. The electric street cars, which have only been running six weeks, are a 
Belgian concession. The electric lights and telephone companies are German. The 
best hotels.are English and the restaurants are Greek. 
Constantinople has a subway less than two miles long. All of which shatters “ * 
the fond delusions of many good people that the capital of Turkey 
is behind the times. 
Constantinople is progressive’ Its street cars run 
faster and kill more people. per mile than the street 
cars of any city,in the world. There are no speed 
regulations for automobiles—you can drive on the 
wrong side of the street at 50 miles an hour— 
nearly everybody does. The big motor omni- 
_ buses run at top speed, with their mufflers 
open, despite the fact that the streets are 
crowded. And as for noise, Broadway and 
Olive in St. Louis is as quiet as Sports- gs 
man's Park in winter compared with the, (#43 
Rue de la Pera in rush hours.

made me forget that I was nearly 6000 miles from St. Louis. The Tokatlian, the 
best Turkish restaurant in the city, was our destination. It proved to be a big, 
high-ceilinged room directly on the Rue de la Pera, filled with at least two hun- 
dred fez-covered men and perhaps half that number of well-dressed women. The 
hatroom privilege is worth very little in Turkey. The men keep on their hats, 
but the washrocms are presided over by fierce looking Kurds, who demand a 
satisfactory tip. 

We found a vacant table and Aristocles gavé the order to the American -head 
waiter. Mastic instead of cocktails, green olives and mussels for hors d'oeuvres, 
espadons brochettes (delicious fresh fish from the Bosphorus cooked in the shape 
of cubes on a little stick); pilaff (rice cooked with small pieces of lamb), followed 
by kabob (roast meat with a thick- brown gravy) was our meal. 

For dessert we had ekmek sadaif, a glorified bread pudding covered with 
thick whipped cream. It was one of the most delicious desserts I ever tasted. 
Indeed, the entire meal was excellently cooked and well served. 

There is no music at the Tokatlian nor in any other restaurant in Constanti- 
nople. Some of the cafes have insfalled phonographs, but the people seem to 
prefer to talk or read while they are dining. 

During our meal at the Tokatlian we were interrupted half 
a dozen times by huge blacks in gorgeous uniforms, who 
distributed handbills of the various performances at the 
theaters. Every handbill in Constantinople bears 
a Government stamp. 
Few cities have such a diversity of theatrical en- 
tertainments. Italian opera at one theater, 
French at another, Greek comedy at still 
another and half a dozen vaudeville. the- 
aters -with performances in as many 
tongues. But there is no performance in 
Turkish, Poor Turkey has neither 

music nor drama. Moving pictures are 

the one delight af young Turks.

HEN Jasper W. Rainey was condemned to a life sentence in the 
Kansas State Prison at Lansing, 20 years ago, for murder in 
the first degree, he vowed, in the belief that he had been un- 
justly found guilty, that so long as he remained a convict he 
would not speak a word. This pledge of silence, according to 
officials of the penitentiary, he kept rigorously through all the 
years, until a few days ago, when he met Samuel Seaton, ‘private 
secretary to Gov. Hodges and his prison clerk, in the corridor of the prison. 

Then the convict fell on his knees and, with tears streaming from his eyes, 
spoke the first words which his voice had uttered within the walls for a fifth of 
a century. His vocal organs, half atrophied by disuse, stammered and choked 
uncertainly, and their tones were feeble and harsh. At last he croaked, rather 
than spoke: 

“Please let me out. My 3 clean. They’ll all tell you so.” 

At the sound of the cracked and rusty voice, which most of them had never 
before heard, prison officials and trusties rushed into the corridor in astonish- 
ment. “‘Jap’ Rainey has spoken!” they exclaimed, and soon the invisible wires | 
of the grapevine telegraph were singing with the’ strange news, until every 
prisoner, including 200 or 300 at work in the institution’s coal mine, had heard

Affected by the powerful emotion, the hope for liberty, which had impetuously 
compelled Rainey to break his long silence when he 
saw before him the man who controlled his destiny, 
Seaton took th convict’s hand and raised him to his 
feet, promising him to investigate his case. 

The Warden, J. D. Bot in, informed the pardon clerk 
that only one mark, and that for a trivial offense, had 
been placed against Rainey during all his imprisonment. 
He had done his work faithfully and conducted himself 
with obedience and docility. Seaton brought the case 
to the attention of Gov. Hodges, who, after assuring 
himself that Rainey: would be cared for by relatives, is- 
sued a parole. 

His discharge was something of an event, for Rainey’s 
vow of taciturnity’ had made him a prison celebrity.

The Warden 
escorted Rainey to the prison gates, opened them him- 
self and wished him godspeed on his return to free- 
dom. 

After Rainey had once broken the dam which has 
stopped his speech through so many interminable years, 
ve threw open the floodgates and loosed a torrent of 
pent-up conversation. To all comers he talked loudly 
and long, shouting at the top of his voice, of which 
he quickly regained the use, as jf to make up for all the 
time he had lost. From the most silent of men he 
became the most garrulous, telling over and over to all 
who would listen the story of his life and of his vow 
of silence. And he had no trouble in finding an audi- 
ence, for speakers are rare who have had 20 years to 
reflect on what they would say.

If this was true, it would show that Rainey was keep- 
ing the spirit, if not the letter, of his vow, which was 
not to speak a word to a human soul while he remained 
in prison. He was merely exercising his voice for his 


own amusement, and did not know he had an auditor.

Machine for Anesthetics A Read for Each Kind of Traffic Houses Built in a Day 


MACHINE to replace the man- 

val method of administering 

aresthetics during an operation, 

has been brought out in France. 
By means of a pump, an evaporation 
chamber and an automatic device used 
for introducing a measured quantity of 
chioroform, for instance, the apparatus 
maintains a continuous flow of a definite, 
standardized mixture of anesthetic. and 
air. A valveless mask enables the pa- 
tient to breathe in a current of air con- 
taining a known amount of chloroform, 
and tne danger and annoyance attend- 
ing a too rapid or too slow administra- 
tion of the anesthetic are eliminated. A 
tube passed into the ncse or mouth can 
be used instead of the mask after anes- 
thesia has been produced, for operations 
upon the face. The advantage of the 
machine lies in the fact that the sur- 
geon knows exactly how much anes- 
thetic he is giving, and the continuous 
flow eliminates much of the discomfort 
attending the — of an anesthetic.

be no glare anywhere and no dark 

spots. The system adopted wonld 
have been impossible five or six years 
ago. There will be a number of stand- 
ards, 55 feet above the ground, on the 
top. of which great clusters of electric 
ares will send out 8000 to 10,000 candle 
power. Canvas banners, white on the in- 
side and elaborately painted on the out- 
side, will shield the ares and reflect their 
light upon the buildings’ facades, bring- 
ing out every architectural detail clearly 
and uniformly. In the center of the 
courts large fountains of dense white 
glass, with waterfalls near their base, will 
shed a soft, even, diffused white glow 
over water and grounds. Two of these 
fountains, with glass columns 70 feet high, 
and ares developing 50,000,000 candle pow- 
er, will stand in the Court of the Sun 
and Stars. To light the walls behind the 
colonnades and overcome the shadows 
cast by other lights outside, shaded arcs 
will be concealed in niches on the backs 
of the columns. Their subdued and re- 
flected light will set off the costly paint- 
ings on the walls without shadows or dis- 
tortions; when shadows are desired they 
will be produced with soft purplish light. 
Nor will there be any glare inside the ex- 
hibit palaces and other buildings. The 
larger spaces will be flooded with soft 
white light from ares concealed in chan- 
deliers, 12 feet in diameter; smaller spaces 
will be provided with less powerful da- 
sin” lamps which shed their light on the 
ceiling. Rows of star-like glass prisms 
around the huge lantern chandeliers will 
catch the Unt coming from all directions
